SUBJECT: INVITATION TO ATTEND A FREE SCREENING OF THE HUMAN 

TRAFFICKING DOCUMENTARY “FLESH" AND PANEL DISCUSSION 


In collaboration with the creators of the human trafficking documentary “FLESH", Detective 
Support and Vice Division (DSVD) and the Federal Bureau of Investigation Innocence Lost 
Task Force (ILTF) will host a screening of this award winning film. This powerful documentary 
brings awareness to our definition of slavery, and will educate the community on human 
trafficking. More importantly, it will prove beneficial to law enforcement in identifying and 
rescuing victims of modem day slavery and increase the potential of prosecuting those who 
profit from human trafficking. 

Human Trafficking, a multi-billion dollar criminal enterprise, is modem day slavery. 

The average age of entry into prostitution in the United States is 12-14 years old. With more 
than 45 states in the United States that have passed statutes criminalizing human trafficking, 

Los Angeles is taking an active role in the fight against human trafficking in our communities. 

During a ride-a-long with DSVD personnel, cameras captured commercial sex workers on the 
streets of Los Angeles and revealed the heartbreaking reality of “The Game” as described by 
current and former pimps. Even more compelling are the stories of former sex workers who tell 
of the atrocious ways they were enslaved physically and psychologically. Women tell their 
moving stories of being trafficked in the United States and how they escaped. 

Following the showing of the film, a short panel discussion will take place to address criminal 
justice issues, the importance of collaboration and establishing an effective relationship between 
law enforcement and non-govemmental organizations, and how anti-trafficking advocates can 
partner with law enforcement. 

The panel will consist of United States Attorney Andre Birolte, Jr., Judge Donna Groman, Chair 
of the Domestic Trafficking Subgroup of the Commercially Sexually Exploited Children 
Committee, Inter-Agency Council on Child Abuse and Neglect, Supervisory Special Agent 
Mike Osborn, Federal Bureau of Investigation ILTF, and a representative from the Coalition to 
Abolish Slavery and Trafficking. A very special guest “Wendy,” a human trafficking survivor 
profiled in the documentary, will also be present. 
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As a community outreach effort, you are encouraged to invite your neighborhood and business 
watch councils, community members, and anyone within your command you deem appropriate.
